Disaster Preparedness 

Disaster Coordinator Russell 
Coile reports that FEMA funding 
for the Coordinator’s position is in 
jeopardy. The funding stream has 
been diverted and it appears that the 
County will not receive enough fis- 
cal support to finance one-half the 
salaries of their emergency manage- 
ment personnel (this has been the 
level of funding in the past), Thus , 
it is doubtful that the County will

cities. Staff is reviewing the situa- 
tion and will prepare a report to the 

council at the appropriate time.

Taking advantage of a project for 
the City of Monterey, Pacific Grove 
has contracted with a firm to con- 
duct an aerial survey of our com- 
munity.

Or is it because PeeGee males vent 
their rage on the municipal golf links that 
the Monterey County Civil Grand Jury 
gave the city such fine marks when it 
comes to domestic violence? 
According to the Grand Jury’s mid-

Citing figures from the years 
1992-95, the report says 
Monterey had up to eight times 
as many cases of domestic vio- 
lence as Pacific Grove. 

Pacific Grove’s domestic vio- 
lence record was among the low- 
est per capita in Monterey 
County with an average of less 
than two incidents per 100,000 
population, according to the re- 
port. 

Marina and Soledad piled up 
double-digit incidents every 
year, with Marina soaring to 15.4 
reported in 1994 and 14.8 in 
1995. Monterey, which has a 
slightly higher population than 
Seaside, posted substantially 
higher domestic violence re- 
ports. 

Sand City, credited with a 
population of 200 souls, led the 
county in per capita incidents 
with 15 in 1992 and 1994, 10 in 
1993. None were recorded in 
1995, but the rate jumped back 
up to 20 as of April 30, 1996. 

According to the Grand Jury, 
“There is a lack of consistency 
in the reporting process...some 
departments are not reporting 
domestic violence incidents as 
required by the Penal Code.”

No council quick fix 
for Agha’s solution 
to Holman water leak

A Pacific Grove City Council approval sought by 
Nader Agha’s application for a permit to extend a 
covered walkway eight feet in front of the Holman 
Building resulted in no motion by the council at its 
first monthly meeting November6. © 

The request was brought directly to City Council 
by Community Dev elopment Director Tony Lobay 
(rather than presenting it to the Planning,Commis- 
sion) because it involved an encroachment on city 
property. 

Leaky basement 

A covered walkway is being sought by Agha to 
correct a long-standing waterproofing problem that 
causes the basement to receive water during the rainy 
season. 

The glass skylights embedded in the concrete side- 
walk on Lighthouse leak. And they have leaked for- 
ever, according to Hugh Steven, former controller 
and partner in the ownership of the building prior to 
its sale to the Ford Department Store. 

Why does this happen? Because the first floor, 
which is entered from the parking lot at the rear of 
the building is actually the basement floor in front 
at Lighthouse Avenue. 

Basement built under sidewalk 

At that point, the basement floor was originally 
constructed to extend eight feet under the sidewalk 
which is 16 feet wide from the building’s facade to 
the curb at Lighthouse. 

The sidewalk skylites, according to Steven, were 

laced their to help add light to the basement level 
below. “But they always leaked and created a prob- 
lem we could never solve,” says Steven. 

To fix this, Agha has tried sealing the sidewalk. 
Twice. And the basement still collects water. 

Agha told Council his expert had informed him 
that he had never seen a water problem like the one 
in the Holman basement, which extends some eight 
feet under the sidewalk. 

Agha said the old glass skylights above the base- 
ment are just about Te to seal off. 

Agha’s solution is to build a one-story covered en- 
trance over eight feet of the sidewalk the length of 
the building on Lighthouse Avenue to cover the side-

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Businesses ask City purchasing 
agents to do shopping at home

A luncheon meeting at the Mariposa 
Grill was held by the PG Chamber of 
Commerce last Thursday to host City 
department heads and reveal to them the 
many businesses in town with services 
and merchandise the city can buy in the 
“Last Hometown.” 

Over 125 enjoyed an excellent meal 
served by Phil Brazil and Joanne Dias- 
Tousl, new owners of the restaurant at 
1120 Lighthouse Avenue. 

City Manager Mike Huse and 13 de- 
partment heads attended. Huse circu- 
lated copies of the city’s purchasing 
policy which spells out the formal bid- 
ding requirements for buying according 
to the State Municipal Code. 

~eekieandicated that bidding.procedures 
may be dispensed with when the amount 
involved is less than $2,000. “Since a 
large number of purchases fall into this 
category the City can focus on buying 
locally,” said Huse. 

Huse said that the City can employ 
other procedures to maximize a “buy 
local” philosophy at City Hall and in- 
cluded the following: ; 

1) At every opportunity solicit a pro- 
posal from a local business, if the item 
to be purchased is provided by a Pacific 
Grove business. 

2) Sales tax, where appropriate, should 
be deducted from a proposal submitted 
by a local business. 

3) If a local business 1s not successful 
in obtaining a bid, then staff should share 
with the business the price tendered by 
the prevailing bidder; this could be of 
assistance to the local business in sub- 
mitting future bids. 

4) The City should make every effort 
to keep local businesses aware of upcom-

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ing bid opportunities, 
_ Huse solicited other suggestions to this 
list and said that “the City appreciates 
the contributions made by the business 
community and the fact that a fiscally 
Stable Pacific Grove is dependent upon 
a prosperous and vital local economy. 

And, to what extent the City can con- 
tribute to that vitality will be a priority 
with staff,” 

Huse also mentioned that the City has 
a responsibility to all taxpayers of the 
community to ensure that the public’s 
funds are spent in a prudent and efficient 
manner. He explained that this charge 
IS sometimes at odds with many local 
preference purchasing goals and the 
challenge is to balance two very | 
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“We can make sure local enter- 
prises get every opportunity to compete 
for City business,’ concluded Huse. 
“This can easily be accomplished with- 
out compromising the rules we must fol- 
low or the public trust we uphold..” 

At that point the City department 
heads were all introduced. 

Following that, meeting Chairman 
Larry Krum (Chamber vice-president) 
opened the floor to about 30 business 
owners who were allowed three minutes 
each to let department heads know what 
services and merchandise they person- 
ally could offer. . 

Mayor Sandy Koffman and Council- 
man Robert Huitt also attended the meet- 
ing, and spoke supportively of the con- 
cept to buy in Pacific Grove first. 

The following day, Chamber manager 
Moe Ammar, reported that many depart- 
ment heads had already made calls to 
various business owners in town asking 
for information and prices.

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Residents find several snags 
in coastal parks plan draft

Nearly all of the speakers at Nov. 21 
Planning Commission public hearing on 
the city’s proposed Coastal Plan disap- 
proved of at least some part of the idea. 

Attesting to the controversial aspects 
of the hearing, so many commissioners 
live within the scope of the proposal that 
they were forced to draw straws in or- 
der to secure a quorum. Daniel Davis 
and Steve Covell took a walk during the 
proceedings. Heide-Marie Fellowman 
was absent. 

Olga San Miguel wondered why 
some commissioners were able to con- 
sider the plan, since all of them live 
within one interpretation of the Coastal 
Commission’s jurisdiction. She couldn’t 
understand why citizens of Pacific 
Grove should pay for work on state prop- 
erty. 

Connie Perry told commissioners she 
thought things along the waterfront are 
managed pretty well right now. She 
asked for some sort of schedule for 
implementation of the plan. “I don’t feel 
any money should be spent or anything 
done until there is a need,” Perry said. 

“One continuous trail is not neces- 
sary. The rugged coastline at Point Pinos 
Is just that—rugged and undeveloped. 
This is the Pacific Ocean, not Monterey 


Bay.” 

Perry said it’s impossible to satisfy

Perry also protested any plan to black- 
top parking areas. She said she has lived 
in the area since 1990 and has seen no 
parking problem and no pedestrian or 
bicycle accident problem. 

Paul Miller, owner of a home at 
Rocky Shores, told the planners he pro- 
tests routing a trail between his home 
and the sea. He said public lands in that 
area are very rocky and are frequently 
under water. 

“In a letter to Chairman Mark 
Travaille, Miller said, “We would not be 
willing to accommodate any sort of pub- 
lic access on our property between our 
home and the mean high tide line. 

“Neither, Iam sure, will Stephen Page 
(owner of neighboring lot) be willing to 
permit a public trail on the westernmost 
part of his property.” 

Miller reminded planners that he as

“His many years of frustration try- 
ing to get a permit to build his house 
have not put him in a proper frame of 
mind to give anything to anybody. Still, 
I think it would be in everyone's inter- 
est to work out some sort of arrange- 
ment with him.

Miller assailed the concept of forc- 
ing property owners to give up “con- 
servation easements” which require 
owners to build on 15 per cent of their 
land while surrendering the rest. 

He said the Supreme Court in an Or- 
egon case laid down proportionality law 
that prohibits unbalanced “swaps.” 
Miller said some easements might pro- 
hibit a homeowner from walking on his 
Own property. 

Ralphia Cape, who lives in both Pa- 
cific Grove and Sacramento, urged the 
city to be careful about falling under the 
“huge State Parks bureaucracy.” She 
said the City will find it difficult to 
maintain control over Point Pinos once 
it starts to deal with the state 

In the end, the mmission ent

Invited to com- 
ment on the issue, Page said Grand Ju- 
ries make it a practice to allow their re- 
ports to speak for themselves.

A dispatcher/supervisor for the 


Monterey County Communications Dis- 
patch Center, has sent a letter, dated 
November 14, 1996, to Monterey 
County Supervisors asking for their co- 
operation in alleviating what she terms, 


‘ 


‘a situation that I believe is endanger- 


ing the people of this county,” as that 
relates to 911 service here. 


Beth Batty, of Pacific Grove, a seven 


year veteran of service as a 911 dis- 


patcher and for much of that time a shift 
supervisor, told supervisors that the 
mental and physical well-being of 911 
dispatchers is at risk due to a wide-rang- 
ing list of job-related inequities within 
the 911 system here. 

“I believe that the critical situation we 
have reached in our communication cen- 
ter is being ignored,’ Batty said. 

“In the Monterey County Dispatch 
Centers we have a huge amount of re- 
sponsibility,” she said, “including an- 
swering all non-emergency police lines, 
answering all 911 lines requesting help, 
in addition to dispatching and monitor- 
ing the police and fire traffic. 

“The workload we have had to endure 
has done nothing but increase as the 
population has increased over a period

of the past ten years. 

“The agencies we work with have in- 
creased their staffing to keep up with 
the needs of their cities. 

“And yet, the same number of dis- 
patchers are on duty in this center on 
any given shift as there were ten years 
ago. 

“Tn addition we have taken on the call 
taking and dispatching responsibilities 
for the Monterey Airport, as well as the 
CSUMB campus. . 

“This simply does not allow us to give 
the services warranted by the citizens 
of the county nor the police and fire 
agencies who pay for those services. 

“We simply have too many police 
and fire channels to listen to and not 
enough staffing to do it, safely or effi- 
ciently. oT. 

“We are experiencing a significant rise 
in job related injuries, that I think are 
related to two issues, overtime and 
physical discomfort at our work stations. 

“The magnitude of the liability for us 
as overextended and exhausted dispatch- 
ers is almost unthinkable. 

“We have an allotted staffing level for 
the Monterey Center employees. We 
have only 11 permanent, full-time dis- 
patchers at this time. 


Heavy rains flush our polution 
into not-so-clean Monterey Bay 


With the first heavy rains of winter, 
several months accumulation of debris, 
oil, chemicals and other pollutants are 
washed off city streets and are flushed 
through storm drains, making their way 
into the Monterey Bay National Marine 
Sanctuary. 

Such urban runoff is one of the larg- 
est sources of pollution to the sanctuary 
and one of the hardest to control. 

“It is almost unnoticeable in its accu- 
mulation, “ according to Terry Jackson, 
manager of the Monterey Bay National 
Marine Sanctuary. 

The pollution occurs in the form of 
pesticides washed from lawns and gar- 


dens, the constant dripping of oil from

washed into storm drains, he said. 

““ While some of this is the unavoid- 
able by-product of urban life, much of it 
is not, “ Jackson said. 

“What we want to stop are people who 
dump motor oil, household chemicals, 
and construction debris into storm 
drains. 

“ Most everything that goes into storm 
drains ends up in the ocean where it may 
harm living resources or enter the food 
chain,” Jackson said. 

Unlike household sewage, storm drain 
pollution is not cleansed by sewage treat- 
ment plants. Even people who live miles 
from the ocean may be polluting the 
sanctuary. 

“ The protection of our ocean and 
Sanctuary waters begins in the water- 
sheds, the mountains, forests and neigh- 
borhoods that border the coasts,” accord- 
ing to Holly Price, director of Monterey 
Bay National Marine Sanctuary’s Water 
Quality Protection Program.

q All of these ecosystems are adjoined, 

she said. The Monterey Bay National 
Marine Sanctuary, the nations largest, 
encompasses 5,003 square miles of 
ocean and extends from Marin to San 
Luis Obispo County, along 360 miles of 
coastline. 

Each year a number of beaches in the 
Monterey Bay area, especially those 
around stream outlets and river mouths 
are closed or posted as unsafe due to 
bacterial and other contamination. 

“We warn people to look out for dis- 
colored water and to avoid streams and 
river outlets for three days following a 
storm. *

“We are posting a work schedule 
with a built in overtime total of 300-400 
hours every two weeks. 

“We find ourselves in a viscous cycle 
of working too much and getting sick. 

“Our dispatchers work from 15 hours 
to 70 hours of overtime in a two week 
yeriod 

“The fact that we work six to 30 or 
more days in a row Is unsafe 

“A shift for us consists of either a 10 
hour or twelve hour block of time. Within 
that time period we are not allotted a 
lunch break and are barely able to use 
the restroom. 

“We must eat our meals at our work 
stations. 

“The practice is extremely unhealthy 
and unsanitary. Our Standard Operating 
Procedures Manual is so outdated we 
end up relying on prior knowledge and 
that of co-workers for policy and proce- 
dures.” 

Batty offered a number of proposed 
solutions to the problems faced by 911 
dispatchers in Monterey County, includ- 
ing additional staffing and a 33 percent 
pay increase, for dispatchers, “in keep- 
ing with those (salaries) of neighboring 
counties.” 

Batty’s letter was signed by nine other 
dispatchers and copies were sent to lo- 
cal, state and federal legislators as well 
as to all area police and fire chiefs.

Gano charged in the suit that the name 
and the concept of the Rolling Concours 
and the AutoWeek Road Show, were 
novel concrete ideas that belong exclu- 
sively to him. 

As the result of Gano’s lawsuit, 
AutoWeek withdrew its sponsorship of 
the 1996 event, according to Jeanne 
Byrne, director of the Pacific Grove 
Youth Action Committee. 

Participants who had pre-paid reser- 
vations for this year’s AutoWeek Road 
Show were told that the event had been 
canceled and many of the car owners did 
not participate, Mrs. Byrne said. 

With no co-sponsor and fewer partici- 
pants than expected, PGYAC volunteers 
made a success of the event anyway, she 
said, raising $6,000 for the benefit of 
youth in the community. 

Although proceedings to enjoin the 
event from occurring were withdrawn, 
the lawsuit for damages continues, she 
said. Pacific Grove Attorney Brian For-

Ambiance. This is a nice time of 
the year for Pacific Grove. As the air 
grows crisper, colors sharpen when the 
air is clear as much as they become 
fuzzy with the fog. I think the cooler 
temperatures add a little more purpose 
to their step. People are starting to 
become busy, preparing mail for their 
friends and family, looking at year end 
expenditures anticipating income 
taxes. The warmth of the sun in the 
corner of sheltered porch or a room 
with lots of glass often brings a feel- 
Ing that all is well. 

Books. I tend to read in the winter: 
probably because my mother read to 
me as | sat next to her warmth, enjoy- 
ing the comfort of being given atten- 
tion. I think books are a warm fuzzy 
for lots of people because they seem 
always to find a spot on a couch and 
sit back on their feet. Somehow its a 
posture that we obtain a degree of 

evarmth within, an intimacy with our- 
selves. 

I read two books in the last week. 
Silas Marner by George Elliott (writ- 
ten, I think in the 1860’s) and a his- 
tory of Southern California, published 
in 1904, for the period 1760 to the 
1890's. At the moment I’m trying to 
hang in with Joseph Conrad’s tumul- 
tuous descriptive prose in Lord Jim. 

While all three books dealt with life 
in slow motion centuries, the contrasts

between someone like Elliott, who re- 
veals character and feeling with such 
delicate precision, with Conrad who 


is pre-occupied with his relationship 
ith every atom of the elements and 
man’s physical involvement with it. 

The deAnza trek. I[ picked up the 
19th Century travel guide to Southern 
Califormia to read about the develop- 

ment of the Franciscan Missions from 
San Diego to Sonoma to get a picture 
what it must have been like to explore 
California in the 1760’s . Idon’t know 
how a bunch of gringos got along 
walking and riding through Monterey 
County last week. 
But it must have been real ugly, 
tromping around, as point man for 
_Father Junipero Serra, carrying pro- 
“Visions, foraging for food and game, 
sleeping on the ground without a wa- 
ter-proof tent. You had to feed and care 
for horses, endure miserable symp- 
toms of eating “out” every night. 
Imagine having dysentery or an al- 
lergic reaction to California poppies 
the whole time, praying to God that 
there might really be a hotel with a 
bath somewhere in San Francisco in 
1763! 

It would have taken Conrad 10 years 
to describe the accumulation of effort 
and discomfort of moving through 
those experience, sinew by sinew. 

We know someone who “did” the 
modern day deAnza number last week 
and we are waiting for her to recover 
to get her story. Judy Marquardt is a 
counselor and a Rotarian, labels that 
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one does not ordinarily associate with 
roughing it. We'll try to get you her 
story next week, 

School ground blues. Everyone 
concerned is racking his brain for 
solutions to the dilemma facing the 
Pacific Grove School District. I’ve 
been thinking about it constantly 
since I arrived in Pacific Grove and 
discovering that most people have 
probably fried some circuits which 
they are attempting to soothe by 
keeping their heads in the sand. 

The declining income of the school 
district is just one of the conse- 
quences of no growth. While some 
of us are very busy working to bring 
everything (water, trees, farmland, 
Open space, more homes for our prog- 
eny) to a halt, no one seems to be 
working very hard promoting the 
education necessary to adjust to what 
IS going to become an economic Chi- 
nese fire drill. 

The new condominiums nearing 
completion at Spanish Bay may in- 
crease the school district’s assessed 
valuation enough to produce some 
extra real estate taxes to skid us 
through a few more years. But the 
end to economic surplus in Monterey 
County is in sight. 

The simple solution for the purpose 
of getting this column to a halt is to 


revert to the way things were done in 
the 18th Century. Take all the old 


retired people and have them run the 
ehaals and teach for nothing more 
than the love of it. “It takes an entire 
village to raise a child, according to 
an old African proverb. 

Get rid of government employees 
and put everyone here on the “last 
reservation” to work. And that is 
happening. There are more volun- 
teer groups in this town taking up the 
slack than you can imagine. People 
planting trees, fixing bleachers, feed- 
ing and entertaining others for the 
change in their pockets so we can buy 
school books, put refrigerators in 
youth centers, and give driving les- 
sons to 80 year olds. 

It might not be too long before 
more people actually become con- 
cerned about someone other than 
their own selves and their kin. 

At any rate, I think we all should 
be required to spend more time liv- 
ing a little less comfortably, getting 
used to getting along without the 
getting and spending. The world is 
obviously too much with us. But it’s 
not going to stay that way much 
longer. 





Retired PG teacher has 
questions about plans

[ was startled when I read the article 
by Janis Cain about Pacific Grove 
schools in the November | edition of 
the Beacon. It was quite a wake-up call 
for me to learn of the changes being 
proposed for implementation in two 
phases for Fall 1997 and Fall 1998. 
Dramatic changes. 

I was startled by the quotes from 
school board members and district ad- 
ministrators, especially when I realized 
that I did not know one of them being 
quoted. r 

Prior to my retirement from Pacific 
Grove Unified School District, I at- 
tended school board meetings regularly. 
The article spurred me to attend the 
November 7 school board meeting so 
that I could attach people to their state- 
ments. 

Briefly, the timeline presented at the 
meeting called for the board to make its 
decision in March, 1997, as to which 
plan they would implement. The pro- 
posal favored by new Superintendent 
Barry Schimmel calls for: 

(1) Converting David Avenue Kinder- 
garten Center to K-1 in Fall ‘97, and to 
K-2 in Fall ‘98. Portable classrooms 
would be required. 

(2) Closing Robert H. Down School. 
As I recall, Dr. Schimmel said that he 
had met with the PG City Council and 
raised the possibility of RHD School 
being used as some sort of Civic Cen- 
ter or for senior housing. 

(3) Changing Forest Grove School 
COUTSeES Prequil Ine lacilillieS NOL aAVallable 
on the elementary campus, 7th and 8tl 
graders would attend classes next door 
at the high school campus. 

(4) Changing PG Middle School from 
Grades 6-8 to Grades 3-6. (The Middle 
School site was the original Pacific 
Grove High School campus. The new 
gymnasium was built in the 1980’s). 

(5) Relocating the PG Adult School 
from Lighthouse School sites. (The 
Adult School was moved from the high 
school site just a handful of years ago.) 

It was stated that changes are neces- 
sary because of a projected financial 
crisis for 1998. 

_As an educator here in Pacific Grove 
since 1963, Iam still startled. The pro- 
posal raised many questions that need 
to be addressed before any plan should 
be approved and implemented, 

The school board members are our 
elected representatives. | respect their 
willingness to serve. I believe in repre- 
sentative government. Please contact 
our school board members with your 
questions and concerns. The members 
are: Board president Mike Armstrong, 
Candace Ingram, Wendy Kramer, Ron 
Herndon, and David Wright. 

One of my questions: Currently, 
PGUSD is participating in California’s 
plan to reduce class size as an impor- 
tant element in improving students’ 
achievement. That requires more teach- 
ers and more classrooms. How do we 
reconcile this need of more classrooms 
with a plan that appears to reduce the 
number of classrooms? 

Another question: Does the board

have any objective data that supp 
the proposed reconfiguration as ha 
a positive impact on student achi 
ment and social development? 

One more question: From the Bea 
con article - - “Board members say their 
options for economic survival include 
merging with another school district or 
re configuring classrooms to cut ex- 
penses.” If the needed cuts in expenses 
can be made by merging with another 
district, is it irresponsible NOT to take 
a calm dispassionate look at the ran 
fications and possible benefits of merg- 
ing? Would it mean fewer top-level 
administrators while maintaining 
neighborhood schools? Would merg- 
ing open possibilities for magnet and 
target schools? What are other issues 
involved? Should we not at least ex- 
plore the issue openly? — 

I care deeply about Pacific Grove and 
its schools. When I chose to move here 
from Arcata in 1963, key factors in my 
decision were the natural beauty of the 
area, the small town atmosphere and , 
most importantly, the quality of its 
schools. My three children are all 
graduates of Pacific grove High School. 
Two of my grand-children have gone 
through PG schools from Adult School 
Pre-school at RDS through PGHS. 

I remember those early years well. 
After teaching sixth grade for two years 
at Lighthouse School, I was invited to 
move to Forest Grove to teach in the 
new team-teaching complex for grades 
5-6; there was a similar new complex 
at David Ave. School. It was an excit- 
ing time. 

I remember my early years at Pacifie 
Grove Junior Hich \from 1967) and 


per hall being parti 

it possible to lease classrooms to MPC 

for off-campus classes. [remember the 
intensive and extensive study that pre- 
ceded the decision to close Lighthouse 
School and to convert the 7-8 Jr. High 
to a 6-8 Middle School 

I remember that under the positive 
and effective leadership of Principal Ed 
Plowman, the initial plan of instruction 
at PGMS allowed for self-contained 
sixth grades, core classes for English 
and Social Studies, and gradual move- 
ment to full departmentalization by 
eight grade to prepare our students for 
high school. 

I remember when David Ave. School 

was closed and then leased to private 
pre-school. I remember when Robert 
H. Down School was re-located to 
David Ave. site during renovation of 
RHD. I remember the careful process 
followed in establishing a Kindergar- 
ten Center at the David Ave. Site. 
_ Iremmber thorough searches of zon- 
ing and deed restrictions to see if alter- 
nate uses of parts of some school sites 
were possible. The tentative plans 
would have left intact all school build- 
ings and immediately adjacent play- 
grounds. There is homework to be done 
to update this information. 

I remember fondly so many long-time 
colleagues. They have shown remark- 
able flexibility through all the changes. 
Both our teaching and classified staffs 
have been remarkably stable. Quite a 
different pattern emerges from the ad- 
ministrative staff, particularly at the 
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highet levels. As reported in the Carmel 
Pine Cone, Mike Bristol, our retiring 
PGHS football coach, said, “I can’t lie. 
it's been really hard. For 34 years, I feel 
like I’ve been the constant in a flighty 
school system. I’ve worked under seven 
athletic directors and five principals.” 

Since 1963, if my memory serves, our 
Superintendents of Schools have been 
Jim Slezak, Clarence Hall, Bill Carey, 
Troy Bramlett, Jay Cobb, Dick Rigg, Joe 
Jaconette and the current superintendent, 
Dr. Barry Schimmel 

Of the former superintendents, only 
one, Jay Cobb, has stayed with our dis- 
frict to retirement (and retirement and 
retirement!) THANK YOU, JAY. Are 
“revolving door” administrators inevi- 
fable in small districts like ours? It is 
hard on staff moral. 

I remember much more from across 
the years. Most of all, I remember the 
steady support of parents and the entire 
community. Once more, I find myself 
trusting parents and the community to 
take an active part in deciding on the best 
path for your schools. It is vital that 
Pacific Grove maintain viable schools — 
both in fact and in perceptions. 


Grove needs official 
hazard tree manage

My sister and I took pictures of the 
recent tree/stump failure on Evergreen 
Road to the Natural Resources Commit- 
tee meeting of August 27, 1996. We 
spoke to members about the still-stand- 
ing tree/stump on City property inefront 

home at 547 Evergreen. 

told the committee of our fears 
regarding this stump’s liability to sud- 
den failure that could or would endan- 
ger people and property. weil 

We tried to make a point that this city 
needs a hazardous tree assessment pro- 
gram. The Naional Arbor Day Founda- 
tion stresses the need for real hard man- 
agement saying it “should receive the 
highest priority.” 

As far as I know, Pacific Grove has no 
such program. 

Chairman Tom Moss said “we talked 
tree hazard in this city but still nothing 
is happening.” Then he said, “Hopefully 
we'll get to it as a goal of the committee 
or something.” 

It appears that this city committee isn’t 
intersted and it appears to control the 
City Forester who is a de facto commit- 
tee member. 

I was disappointed to learn from the 
City Forester that he was not pemiteed 
to attend the National Arbor Day Foun- 
dation meeting on “Trees, People and the 
Law.” 

I believe this is a short-sighted deci- 
sion , as Pacific Grove has a serious tree 
hazard problem all over town. 

Trees have been neglected in City 
Parks such as Washington Park and the 
Monarch Grove Sancutary. 

I spoke to Public Works and they’ve 
been told by Katy Travaille to stay out . 
As | have brought to your attention be- 
fore, Katy has planted trees in the park 
Without the knowledge or oversight of 
the City Forester. Maybe you could con- 
sult her as to “her plans” on tree hazard 
Maintenance. 

The scope of our tree hazards spread
